Snitch Filet 

OC public defender destroys credibility of Mexican Mafia punk turned prized government informant 


D ressed in a blue federal prison out¬ 
fit, surrounded by armed guards, 
restricted by body chains and 
wearing a bulletproof vest, notoriously 
two-faced ex-Mexican Mafia shot caller 
turned confidential 
law-enforcement 
informant Fer¬ 
nando Perez (a.k.a. 
“Inmate F”) entered 
Orange County 
Superior Court 
Judge Thomas M. 
Goethals’ court¬ 
room on a mission. 
Individuals such as 
Perez sitting on the 
witness stand usu¬ 
ally answer ques¬ 
tions posed by lawyers. But from the 
outset of his late March testimony, 
this witness repeatedly ignored 
Deputy Public Defender Scott Sand¬ 
ers’ inquiries. Instead, Perez planted 
evidence of sincerity on his face 
and volunteered dozens of dubious 
statements he thought local prosecu¬ 
tors—people in partial control of his 
incarceration stint and under fire 
for allegedly operating an unethical, 
confidential jailhouse-informant pro¬ 
gram-wanted him to say. 

It would be a huge, legal no-no 
for the government to trample on a 
charged defendant’s constitutional 
rights by continuing to press for self- 
incriminating statements after the 
person invokes the right to remain 
silent and have defense counsel 
present during questioning. Sanders 
believes he uncovered convincing 
evidence Tony Rackauckas’ district 
attorney’s office (OCDA) and San¬ 
dra Hutchens’ sheriff’s department 
(OCSD) concocted an unscrupu¬ 
lous plan to skirt ethical responsi¬ 
bilities by using informants such as 
Perez to befriend targeted, pretrial 
inmates, solicit information about their 
charges or their defense lawyers’ strate¬ 
gies, and then funnel the information 
to prosecution teams that hid evidence 
of the scheme. One potential route to a 
plausible-deniability defense for OCDA 
and OCSD in this situation could be that 
informants acted independently without 
any government aid or inducement—and 
that’s the tale Perez had come to tell at 
Goethals’ ongoing, special evidentiary 
hearing on Sanders’ gross government- 
misconduct allegations. 

According to Perez, who for years 
helped to craft the Mexican Mafia’s 
“Hardy Candy” assassination list in 
Southern California, he woke up one day 
in his cell while awaiting punishment and 
had an epiphany: He forevermore will be 
“100 percent honest.” Coincidentally, at 
the same time, he says, jail deputies began 


placing him in cells next to a series of 
prosecution-targeted inmates including 
Scott Dekraai and Daniel Wozniak (both 
Sanders’ clients), as well as several other 
suspects. Also coincidentally, all of the tar¬ 
gets confessed their crimes in excruciat¬ 
ing detail without him ever once asking a 
single question for prosecutors, he claims. 

“I just did what was right,” Perez testi¬ 
fied, explaining that his motivation to 
serve as a snitch had nothing to do with 
hopes or hints he’d win leniency while 
he faces a potential life punishment for 
a 2009 gang-related conviction, a case in 
which prosecutors oddly haven’t sought a 
sentencing hearing in the five intervening 
years. “I’m a changed man. I’ve turned my 
life around.” 

Sanders didn’t accept the story, per¬ 


haps because Perez had employed the 
conversion tale on at least two prior 
occasions while rising to a top tier in 
organized crime, moves that in 2000 
inspired an Anaheim police detective to 
warn his colleagues to never trust him as 
an informant. But this time, the hoodlum 
crossed a life-risking, point-of-no-return 
status: Not only did he debrief deputies 
on Mexican Mafia hierarchy and politics, 
but he also translated their coded mes¬ 
sages and squealed about their crimes. 
Surely, he expected to be rewarded by 
receiving “a benefit” from prosecutors, 
Sanders asked. 

Perez stuck to his story. He became 
an informant for one reason only: “It felt 
right,” he said, because he now wants to 
be “a family man” who operates on the 
concept that “what’s right is right, and 
what’s wrong is wrong.” 


But Sanders possesses proof of Perez’s 
lies. For example, evidence the DA’s 
office may have hidden for nearly two 
years until Goethals compelled its release 
shows the informant wrote notes about 
his “assignments” and “jobs” for law 
enforcement, displayed an eagerness to 
question targeted inmates, and made 
inquiries about winning compensation 
for his services. He even titled his work 
for the government “Operation Daylight” 
and won secret payments for his family 
from the FBI. 

After several hours of Sanders’ intense 
questioning, Perez—not exactly the bright¬ 
est bulb on the block—cracked. Confronted 
with his informant memos that, for 
example, mention he tried “not to ask too 
many questions” of targets, he first said he 


couldn’t recall writing such notes, but later 
admitted he had asked questions, if only to 
keep the flow of conversations going. In a 
separate memo, he wanted to know if dep¬ 
uties needed him “to fish” for information 
from a certain inmate. Sanders showed 
him the handwritten memo and asked if 
he would have fished for law enforcement. 

“No,” he replied as his eyes darted 
around the courtroom. 

Sanders wasn’t done fileting this snitch. 
He read another of the informant’s notes 
to law-enforcement officials: “You know 
I’ve been helping you, and I’ll do whatever 
it takes to get back to my wife and kids.” 
But, said the public defender, you claim 
you were an informant only because it was 
the right thing to do. 

Perez, who is presently housed in pro¬ 
tective federal custody at a secret loca¬ 
tion, stared at Sanders and, after a pause, 


shrugged his shoulders and said, “It’s 
a combination of both—doing the right 
thing, and if they can help me get closer to 
home, then it is what it is.” 

Asked Sanders: You wanted valuable 
consideration by prosecutors at your 
future sentencing hearing? 

“True,” said Perez without hesitation, 
as if he hadn’t contradicted hours of 
prior testimony. 

In the case of Dekraai, who already 
confessed to slaughtering eight people at 
a Seal Beach salon in 2011 and is facing a 
potential term of 400 years in prison and 
no possibility of parole if convicted, Sand¬ 
ers wants Goethals to punish prosecutors 
for alleged informant cheating by block¬ 
ing their push for the death penalty. The 
judge, a former prosecutor and defense 
attorney, is taking the public 
defender’s motion seriously. In 
addition to putting Perez on the 
witness stand, Goethals is allow¬ 
ing Sanders the extraordinarily 
rare opportunity to question 
Assistant District Attorney Dan 
Wagner, Dekraai’s prosecutor, as 
well as deputy DAs Scott Sim¬ 
mons and Erik Petersen, their 
investigators, and jailhouse dep¬ 
uties. The public defender wants 
these officials to explain under 
oath the informant program and 
numerous suspected violations 
of court rules about hiding excul¬ 
patory evidence from defense 
lawyers. For example, initial 
documents the DAs released in 
discovery did not disclose Perez’s 
Mexican Mafia membership and 
left the false impression that 
his contacts with DA-targeted 
inmates had been coinciden¬ 
tal without deputy direction, 
according to Sanders. 

To underscore his argument of 
government cheating, the public 
defender showed Goethals a 
bombshell, November 2011 memo Wag¬ 
ner’s investigator sent Petersen, Perez’s 
prosecutor. That record doesn’t just outline 
the value of the hoodlum’s snooping on 
Dekraai; it also documents a willful intent 
inside OCDA to keep Sanders in the dark. 

“Inmate F [Perez] provided facts and 
intelligence about the events of the day of 
Oct. 12, 2011, that only Dekraai could have 
known,” wrote OCDA investigator Robert 
Erickson to Petersen. “Those facts and 
intelligence will likely greatly enhance the 
prosecution of Dekraai, especially in the 
event there’s an insanity plea entered by 
Dekraai.... I respectfully request that you 
keep Inmate F’s name as it relates to the 
Dekraai case confidential. Nothing about 
Inmate F or his statements regarding the 
Dekraai case have [sic] been discovered to 
the defense.”

I n a Newport Beach cafe not far 
from the little white house he 
rents in Newport Heights, Thomas 
“Randy” Orbach talks freely about a 
“crazy” time in his life. 

Online readers of the Weekly may 
know something about it. Orbach, a 
former investment banker, is the sub¬ 
ject of a March 3, 2010, Navel Gazing 
blog post titled “Ex-Bush Official’s Son 
Headed to Prison for ocregister.com 
Harassment.” The story describes how 
Orbach, the son of a former UC Riverside 
chancellor and George W. Bush admin¬ 
istration Department of Energy director, 
was sentenced to five years in state prison 
for repeatedly harassing and physically 
assaulting his ex-girlfriend. A judge later 
suspended the sentence and allowed 
Orbach to spend his days working as a 
financial adviser in Laguna Niguel and a 
year’s worth of nights in the private Seal 
Beach city jail. 

But after leaving jail, Orbach was 
busted for violating parole by contacting 
the woman through The Orange County 
Register’s online real-estate listings, 
which included a “Send to a Friend” func¬ 
tion that allowed a user to create an email 
address, enter a message for someone 
who might be interested in a particular 
property, and then send the listing to 
that person. Orbach used it to send his 


ex personal messages that devolved from 
apologetic and mournful to insulting 
and vulgar. Orbach also met with his ex¬ 
girlfriend in person. All of it was enough 
to break his probation and send him to 
state prison for the full five-year stretch, 
although he got a year off for the time 
already served in Seal Beach. 

Now paddling a piece of breakfast 
pastry on his plate, the 51-year-old father 
of two who at one time led a $10 mil¬ 
lion company he founded only to see it 
implode, makes it clear he did the things 
that he was accused of doing and he 
deserved to go to prison. 

But Orbach swears he’s not the man he 
was back then. 

“When it came to guys in prison, I used 
to think, ‘Fuck ’em; lock ’em up and throw 
away the key,”’ he says, not long after hav¬ 
ing described his latest venture, which 
came to him while he sat in prison. 


Called the Medici Foundation, the non¬ 
profit will serve as a bank that converts 
charitable contributions into job oppor¬ 
tunities in inner cities and places such as 
Santa Ana, Orbach explains. The idea is to 
ultimately help some of those he served 
alongside in the California corrections 
system. “We can make a lot of difference 
in people’s lives,” he says. 

He knows—his is one of them. 

rbach was born in Boston, 
where his physicist father Ray¬ 
mond Orbach had been teach¬ 
ing at MIT. Randy was just a 
year old when his parents and 
sister moved to Pacific Palisades so they 
would be closer to Los Angeles-born Ray¬ 
mond’s new job as a professor at UCLA. 

The younger Orbach graduated 
from Pacific Palisades High School and 
attended UCLA, where his father rose to 


become the provost and later the chan¬ 
cellor at UC Riverside, whose science 
library would be named in his honor. 
The elder Orbach spent eight years of 
the Bush administration overseeing 
the Department of Energy. When the 
Energy Policy Act of 2005 created the 
position of Under Secretary for Science, 
George W. Bush nominated Ray as the 
country’s first; he served in that role 
from 2006 to ’09. He’s now a professor 
at the University of Texas at Austin. 

Randy was different. While the father 
had no interest in business, the son had 
none in science. Nor did the younger 
Orbach like LA much, moving to Orange 
County in the mid-1980s after he’d “had 
enough.” He was hired at a local office 
of Shearson-Lehman but despised work¬ 
ing with mortgages. So he walked in cold 
to Drexel Burnham Lambert and got 
hired “on the spot.” 

He married in 1987, and the union 
produced two children before ending in 
divorce. Dylan, 19, now lives in the Lake 
Tahoe area, and Nicole, 24, is a hair stylist 
in Newport Beach. 

Orbach stayed at Drexel Burnham Lam¬ 
bert for four years before moving on to 
the Orange County offices of Union Bank, 
Mellon Bank and Merrill Lynch. In 1998, 
he started his own “boutique bank,” with 
clients who, Orbach says, were so wealthy 
they did not need to borrow money, the 
mechanism that is the lifeblood of banks. 
Instead, he found himself simply manag¬ 
ing wealth, and those he started the bank 
with were using it as a “country club hang-

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out.” So Orbach sold his interest in 2000. 

“I saw the writing on the wall; it was never 
going to grow,” he says. “It’s kind of sad 
because we started from scratch. It was a 
great learning experience.” 

He founded TRO Advisors Inc. in 2002, 
and the name eventually evolved to Pacific 
Financial Advisors Inc., the Laguna 
Niguel company he was allowed to go 
back to work at while serving his origi¬ 
nal jail sentence in Seal Beach. By then, 
he’d also served as vice president of the 
Santa Ana College Foundation and was a 
member of the Rancho Santiago College 
District Foundation. And while working 
on the trust-fund side at Merrill Lynch, he 
had overseen 20 different charitable funds 
and family foundations at once. 

He’s confident those experiences will 
serve him well at his nonprofit foundation. 

“I know the legal structure,” he says. 


D rbach says he does not like to 
dwell on his dark days, but he 
believes it is important to put it 
all in proper context. 

Despite coming from a dis¬ 
tinguished family and having made mil¬ 
lions upon millions for his bank clients, 
Orbach also had a wild side. In the early 
2000s, he violated a family court’s order, 
illegally fired a gun and was cruel to ani¬ 
mals, the latter earning him jail time. 



After he began dating a woman in 
2006, loved ones around him told him 
they saw red flags, Orbach now says. 

That was confirmed by Shannon Parnell, 
Orbach’s dear friend of 10 years. 

Parnell and then-single Orbach met 
when they were living in the same Irvine 
complex, started seeing each other 
romantically, and were on and off after 
that. She went to visit Orbach in prison 
and put him up for about a month in her 
home when he needed a place to stay 
after his parole. 

“We never argued,” Parnell says of 
Orbach. “He was never a violent person. 
He was never yelling and screaming.” 

Brief pause. 

“Then he got with this woman.” 

According to the Weekly’s earlier report, 
Orbach hit her with a pipe, punched her 
in the face, slashed the tires on her car, 
threw M-80 explosives on her roof, and 
sent her countless emails and messages. 

He says the “M-80” was a Piccolo Pete 
he meant to throw in her back yard, but 
it landed on her roof, starting a small fire 
that a neighbor put out with a garden 
hose. That earned Orbach one of his two 
felony strikes, for arson. The other was 
for stalking. 

“I shouldn’t have done it,” he says. 

Around the time Orbach’s personal 
life was in shambles, his business was 
imploding thanks to the global recession. 

“I wish I could say I survived the 
recession,” he says. “I think I had a ner¬ 
vous breakdown.” 

Many clients at Pacific Financial

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making Orbach’s company on the 
hook to investors and forcing him to 
sue some close friends and business 
associates. "It was a perfect storm,” he 
recalls. “I spent seven years building 
a business, and through no fault of my 
own, it just vaporized.” 

He says he lost $10 million and his 
house. After being cut loose from the 
Seal Beach jail, he immediately con¬ 
tacted his ex-girlfriend. He got busted 
for felony stalking. That probation viola¬ 
tion made him eligible to serve his com¬ 
plete prison sentence. 

The arson count alone had him 
originally looking at up to seven years 
in state prison. Combined with all the 
other charges against him, the maxi¬ 
mum sentence could have been 14 years. 
Prosecutors offered him five years if 
he’d plead guilty. 

Orbach could not contemplate the offer 


| he Medici family was at one 

I time the richest family in 

Italy, collecting wealth in the 
Mugello region of the Tuscan 
countryside in the 13th century; 
gaining prominence as a political dynasty, 
banking family and royal house in the 
Republic of Florence during the late 14th 
century; and seeing Medici Bank rise to 
the largest in Europe during the 15th cen¬ 
tury. Cosimo de’ Medici (1389-1464), who 
controlled the government in Florence 
despite no official title, used his family’s 
wealth to support artists and sculptors 
and build churches and large libraries, 
which he filled with his own books. After 
his death, Cosimo was named Pater Pal- 
rige (father of his country). 

Orbach read about the Medici family 
while locked up. Before his release from 
prison in August 2013, he started the 
paperwork to create his nonprofit Medici

in the relatively comfortable Seal Beach 
jail, but in Orange County’s Central Jail, 
which he found “old and disgusting,” and 
Theo Lacy Facility, which he called “bru¬ 
tal.” Since he was accused of two felony 
strikes, he was kept with the “hardcore” 
inmates, who he said would look him 
over, puzzled, and ask, “What are you 
doing here?” 

“The guards are insane,” Orbach 
says of the county jailers. “The stress 
is incredible. There is always ten¬ 
sion there—among the guards and the 
inmates. The food is terrible.” 

It was so bad that when his lawyer 
said he might be able to shave off some 
of those five years (really four years with 
time served) while Orbach stayed in 
county, the inmate instead took the prose¬ 
cution offer because “I would rather go to 
prison for four years than spend another 
year in county.” 

Orbach would do his prison stretch at 
Chuckawalla Valley State Prison and the 
Jamestown Fire Camp. As at county, he’d 
be told by guards and prisoners he did 
not belong there. “I told them I deserved 
to be here,” Orbach says. “I don’t think 
I deserved that amount of time, but I 
deserved to be there. I could have kept 
myself out of it. It was a form of respect, 
too. I took ownership of it; I manned up. I 
would not stay in protective custody. I did 
not take the easy way out.” 

He learned to carry himself a certain 
way, roll with prison politics and keep 
from being drawn into one-on-one drama, 
although he discovered “when there is a 
riot, you are expected to join in.” 

Orbach read a lot and provided books 
and legal assistance to fellow inmates. He 
found many came from nothing and went 
back to nothing. All they wanted was a 
chance, especially a chance for a job. 

That’s when he hit upon the idea for 
his foundation. 


Foundation. “I thought it would be cool to 
call it that,” he explains. 

The foundation’s mission is to generate 
wealth not for the haves, but for the have- 
nots, including those behind bars who 
truly want to make their lives better once 
they are sprung. It isn’t based in corpo¬ 
rate offices, as were Orbach’s banks of the 
past, but his little white rental in Newport 
Heights. Total staff: 1. 

“We’re getting some momentum,” he 
says excitedly as we drain our coffees. “I 
want to raise a good amount of money so 
we can be self-sustaining and loan funds 
from [the foundation]. We would be like a 
bank or university endowment. We would 
rely on investments, and my investments 
would be loans.” 

From his past life in finance, he knows 
those who run major corporations want 
to encourage businesses owned by minor¬ 
ities. But the risk, stigma and charges of 
favoritism make it problematic to directly 
fund such ventures, which many banks 
won’t even touch. That’s where the 
Medici Foundation would step in, solic¬ 
iting donations from corporations and 
wealthy individuals, and then doling out 
loans to franchisees who locate or expand 
their businesses in poorer areas. 

Orbach concedes the foundation would 
not be able to place covenants on loans 
that require the hiring of former prison 
inmates, but because so many seeking 
jobs in the targeted communities have 
arrest records, “the odds are a lot better” 
that they will be among those hired for 
new jobs. 

“I want to be a benefit to places such as 
Santa Ana, Oakland and Fresno,” he says. 

During his former banking days, many 
of his clients were new-car dealers who 
operated several lots, sometimes in mul¬ 
tiple states. Orbach believes they would 
be perfect fits for the Medici Foundation.

to Medici, which in turn could loan the 
dealer funds. 

“They are great clients, and they always 
need money,” said Orbach of auto dealers, 
who he is convinced will be “great for the 
foundation” along with businesses in the 
service industry, especially food service. 

There is one hurdle: the Internal Reve¬ 
nue Service, which since the Great Reces¬ 
sion has been wary of nonprofit banks. 
Then again, the government realizes pri¬ 
vate banks are not lending these days, or 
at least not much. That is among what has 
been blamed for slow to no job growth, 
especially in places Orbach would be 
looking to help. 

The Medici Foundation founder is con¬ 
fident he can convince the IRS its loans 
make business sense. All he says he needs 
is for four or five corporations or wealthy 
individuals to get on board, and the foun¬ 
dation’s future will be set. 

When he has managed to make his 
pitch to potential investors, Orbach 
reports, “Everyone loves it. They think it’s 
a great idea.” 

But Orbach admits that helping his fel¬ 
low unfortunate man is not the only rea¬ 
son he’s gone the nonprofit route. “See¬ 
ing where my tax dollars have gone the 
past 30 years, I really don’t want to pay 
taxes anymore,” he says. “The amount of 
money we’re wasting is terrible.” He saw 
it firsthand in the California corrections 
system, quick to remind me the prison- 


little bit and reassessed things.”) 

Orbach credits his children, parents 
and friends for helping keep his priori¬ 
ties straight. 

“Friends who found out what hap¬ 
pened looked me up [in prison] and wrote 
me letters, which was nice,” he says. 
“They would say, T will not judge you; I 
know who you are.’ I had some great vis¬ 
its. I have really great friends.” 

He knows he disappointed his family, 
but, he says, “My kids have been great.” 
Also, “My mom and dad have been unbe¬ 
lievable. They have been my rock. They 
are incredible, so supportive.” 

(His parents were in London at press 
time and could not be reached for com¬ 
ment. Raymond Orbach reportedly said 
recently of his son to The Orange County 
Register, “He did some foolish things. 

We hope he can get back on his feet and 
contribute to society. I hope people under¬ 
stand he’s as honest as can be. He knows 
it’s going to be tough getting his life back.”) 

The Medici Foundation and a positive 
view of the future were not the only posi¬ 
tive things to have come out of Randy 
Orbach’s incarceration. He emerged 
in great physical shape, building up to 
10,000 pushups a day. 

“I was only able to do 20 pushups 
when I went in,” he notes.

Go Dutch 


Reliving Southern California’s Indonesian past at Anaheim’s Dutch Club AVIO

W e were just a block from Disney¬ 
land, about to enter a squat-look¬ 
ing building on Katella Avenue 
out of a Van de Kamp’s bakery ad campaign. 
This was the Dutch Club AVTO, the only 
such social club for Dutch-Indonesians in 
Southern California—and it’s almost as old 
as Disneyland itself. To put it into perspec¬ 
tive, Walt Disney opened his park in 1955. 
This club has been meeting in this space 
on designated nights for music, food and 
dancing since 1959, when it moved from Los 
Angeles. Tonight was one of those nights. 
The parking lot was full, and the sweet smell 
of satay filled the air. As we walked, my date 
and I clutched each other’s hand in anticipa¬ 
tion of what we would find inside. 

On the way toward the entrance, we 
encountered two men in their 60s tending 
to a barbecue grill. The Asian-lookingman 
flipped the satays, handing the finished 
meat skewers to his white cohort. It was the 
white man, dressed in a SPAM T-shirt, who 
smiled at us and asked, “Apa kabar ?” (“How 
are you?” in Indonesian.) 

“Baik\” I replied. (Fine!) 

Once inside, we paid the cover charge 
to a woman sitting behind a cash box. She 
gazed at us curiously, “Are you Indone¬ 
sian?” she inquired. 

“Yes,” I said, realizing immediately we 
were the strangers in a room of people who 
all knew one another by name. 

She motioned to a nearby table, where 
a group of Asian-looking older ladies were 
only too eager to welcome the newcomers. 
One of them asked if I spoke Indonesian. 
“Sedikit,” I said to her. (A little.) 

“Do you dance?” another asked my date, 
who shook her head nervously. “I’ll show 
you!” she said, laughing as she did a little jig. 
We sat at one of the long, covered picnic 


tables. People were signing a birthday card 
that went around. Save for members of the 
band who were settingup while everyone 
ate, we were the only ones under the age of 
40, if not 50. Rumors that this club’s remain¬ 
ing membership was aging and dwindling 
were not exaggerations. It once numbered 
in the thousands, but as subsequent genera¬ 
tions became assimilated and moved away, 
what’s left is this group of middle-aged to 
elderly folks, a mix of Dutch and Indone¬ 
sian, some white-skinned, some brown¬ 
skinned, some in between. 

Later, when the man in the SPAM shirt 
saw me looking at the wall next to the bar, 
which is plastered with old photos of ships, 
he explained with wistfulness that these 
were the vessels that took them from the 
island archipelago in the 1940s to 1960s— 
the time period that marked the mass 
exodus of the Dutch from Indonesia when 
Sukarno came to power. On another wall 
were posters, news clippings—all in Dutch. 
One featured a svelte young man named 
James Intveld, who just happened to be that 
night’s performer. Before Intveld and his 
band rocked the house, he gave a shout-out 
to his parents, who were in the audience 
and celebrating their wedding anniversary. 
They were club members, just as Eddie and 
Alex Van Halen’s parents were; I’m told the 
brothers performed here, too, long ago. 

Intveld’s rockabilly music soon spurred 
dancing from the group. I saw people my 
parents’ age move in ways I never knew 
they could. I watched a frail-looking Asian 
man who looked to be about 80 and was 
dressed in Western wear ask a woman 20 
years his junior to dance. Her husband 
stayed behind to watch, eating the same 
food everyone ate. This was the satay plate, 
doled out from an opening in the wall 


between the kitchen and the dance hall. 

Sold for $7.50 per plate, it’s served with rice, 
a salad, some fried tempeh, and a handful of 
krupuk (shrimp crackers)—a hodgepodge of 
potluck-style grub you’d likely find at Indo¬ 
nesian birthday parties and picnics. A dollop 
of sambal was applied to my plate only after 
I answered in the affirmative that I liked 
spicy food. For dessert, the kitchen offered 
the coconut milk-sweetened soup of wiggly 
tapioca noodles called cendol, as well as kue 
talam ubi, which is like a chewy hybrid of a 
cupcake and Jell-0 pudding. 

A month later, I returned for AVIO’s next 
dance event. So as to not draw attention 
to my presence, I asked that the Weekly’s 
photographer come separately. The ruse 
was futile—the photographer stuck out, just 
as I did, and the members quickly put two 
and two together. But because I was finally 
identified as a member of the press, I was 
given a photocopied booklet of the monthly 
schedule that only members were privy to. 
Since the group possesses no Facebook page 
or even a website, it would’ve been exceed¬ 
ingly difficult to find out about the next 
event without it. 

So here’s the point of this article: the 
next big dance and Indo food night hap¬ 
pens April 5, starting at 5:30 p.m.

L et me start this review with some¬ 
thing unprecedented: a correction 
and an apology. In our March 14 OC 
People issue, we misidentified the 
author of the cover piece on La Nina del 
Mezcal mujer Cecilia Rios Murrieta as 
Yesenia Varela. The real author was our 
own Dave Lieberman. We regret and 
apologize for the error—and by "we," I 
mean me, as it's my fault for the fuck-up. 

I'm really torn up about it because 
it was the second year in a row I did 
this to Dave, one of our regular writers 
for our Stick a Fork In It blog, as well 
as a personal friend. Dave is one of the 
most brilliant people I know, a man who 
has done everything—from working 
on a hog farm in Iowa to moonlighting 
as a Hollywood head to writing for this 
infernal rag. If I ever have a question 
about anything, whether the name of 
the score for one of the opening musi¬ 
cal pieces during the Sochi Winter 
Olympics opening ceremony (Borodin's 
"Polovstian Dances") or how to prepare 
garden snails for consumption (feed 
them carrots so they can purify them¬ 
selves), Dave's the man.

It's 
really nothing special—chasu pork in 
a flour tortilla mixed alongside Cheddar 
cheese—except for the sides: a spicy 
miso that functions as a thick salsa and 
one of the best pico de gallos I've ever 
had, tart and bright and spicy as hell. 

The Japanese have legendarily con¬ 
quered Italian and French food; the mind 
boggles as to what they can do with 
Mexican. And when that happens, you 
know our Dave Lieberman will be there 
to expound on the phenomenon with his 
usual brilliance—and correct byline.

Pancho’s Mexican Restaurant hearkens 
back to another LBC era 


f you ever needed proof that Long 
Beach’s “Iowa By the Sea” nickname 
lives on, stop by Pancho’s Mexican 
Restaurant on Pacific Coast Highway for 
lunch. Despite the fact the rock-crusted 
facade and neon lights peering through 
the restaurant’s tinted door screams 
aging Reno casino circa 1975, the win¬ 
dowless dining room fills every evening 
with families from another era of the 
city, one in which bean fields became 
tract homes and Mexican food meant 
putting Cheddar cheese on everything. 
With a faded pastel interior and plates 
of beans and rice, Pancho’s is more rem¬ 
iniscent of a Midwest truck-stop diner 
than a Mexican eatery in a city that is 
40 percent Latino. 

But shamelessly serving the same 
bland salsa and lard-less beans for the 
past 30 years doesn’t necessarily make 
Pancho’s bad eats. For those days when 
a taqueria is too casual and Super Mex 
too autentico, a local institution such as 
Pancho’s is the place to gorge on Mexi- 
style comfort food at its most basic. It 
tackles all the standards—tacos, tamales, 
enchiladas, burritos, tostadas, chile rel- 
lenos—making each available a la carte, 
as a lunch combo with rice and beans or 
with another item in a generously por¬ 
tioned dinner combo. No matter what 
you order, it’s hard to spend more than 
$10 on a meal, especially with the $6.80 
lunch combos (choose from one taco, 
one enchilada, one taquito or a tamale) 
running all day. If you’re looking for 
any semblance of the regional flavors of 
Mexico, steer clear of the tamales and 
enchiladas, and instead head straight 
for the tacos and burritos. Unlike the 
tamales (the soft masa overtakes its fill¬ 
ings with the taste of cornmeal) or the 
enchiladas (filled with lots of onions and

doused in a flat tomato paste), the crispy 
tacos overflow with slow-simmered 
shredded meat. Burritos come loaded 
with enough of the kitchen sink to cre¬ 
ate an explosion of textures and tastes. 

Who cares if the ground beef is prob¬ 
ably regular diner chili that’s simmered 
with onions and tomato sauce to become 
a soupy meat mix for burritos and tosta¬ 
das? Or that the closest thing to hot 
sauce in the place is a house-made salsa 
roja that has nary a morsel of spice in 
sight? Pancho’s remains a perfect vision 
of Americanized Mexican comida, a 
place where the roadside-diner life¬ 
style (think gray-haired waitresses who 
have been pulling plates from the same 
kitchen for decades and regulars who 
make reservations by saying “table for 
Bill”) collides with the vague under¬ 
standing white people had of things 
Mexicans ate in the 1970s. It’s no wonder 
it originally landed in Iowa By the Sea, 
but it’s a feat that it has stuck around in 
the International City for so long.

ave for the luxe lonchera Barce¬ 
lona On the Go, few ambassadors 
of Spanish cuisine exist in Orange 
County. For a complete Spanish experi¬ 
ence—by which I mean with flamenco 
dancers and the Gipsy Kings as the constant 


soundtrack—one must go to Cafe Sevilla 
in Long Beach. Here, you will sit in a dark, 
romantic space evoking the passion of 
Spanish culture; drink more sangria than 
you ever drank; and graze on tapas, those 
bite-sized, meant-to-be-shared “small 
plates” that existed before every restaurant 
in America started serving everything as 
“small plates.” And while all the tapas have 
their charms, save room for dessert. 

The leche frita is essentially fried cus¬ 
tard—a traditional, plain-looking Spanish 
dessert that’s the Ringo to flan’s and crema 
Catalana’s John and Paul.

Old Town IPA From 
Tustin Brewing Co. 

N ot all craft beer needs to be dressed up or 
brewed for show. Sure, the complicated, 
multilayered tastes of "craft" are wonderful, but 
when its an afternoon out with friends, it's nice 
to have a beer you can rally with without having 
to settle for "lite." Enter Old Town I PA from Tustin 
Brewing Co. It's the perfect warm-weather beer to 
down a couple of pints of without seeing double or 
feeling too full. 

THE DRINK 

Old Town refreshes the palate while straddling the 
hop line with grace. Bright and crisp, with notes 
of citrus, the American IPA clocks in at a perfect 
7.4 percent ABV, right where you expect an I PA to 
be. But while this beer fits all the parameters of a 
classic American IPA, Old Town's milder hop char¬ 
acter means you can get all that snap, crackle and 
pop you expect without obliterating your tongue 
with bitterness. And although the beer itself is 
solid, what puts it over the top are the shared 
similarities between the brewery and its beer. 
They're both comfortable, friendly and inviting; Old 
Town IPA welcomes you with the same warmth 
the brewery does. 

Many taprooms nowadays lack character with 
their modernity, but Tustin Brewing Co.'s feels 
like home. Old Town is the type of beerthat can 
convert any novice into an avid craft drinker. So, 
for those of you hesitantly sticking your toes into 
the craft-beer pool or dismissing Tustin as nothing 
much, come in, grab one and jump in already.

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Yes, We Can! 

(Make better biopics than Cesar Chavez)

T he Chicano labor leader Cesar 
Chavez can now join Mahatma 
Gandhi and Nelson Mandela in the 
pantheon of heroes whose world-altering 
achievements are dutifully recounted in 
timid, lifeless films any substitute can 
pop into the school DVD player when 
the regular history teacher is out with 
the flu. 

With Cesar Chavez, Mexican director 
Diego Luna, who co-starred in last year’s 
space fantasy Elysium and explored bi¬ 
curiosity with Gael Garcia Bernal in Y 
Tu Mama Tambien, seems less interested 
in making human and revealing cinema 
than a live-action inspirational poster. 
When his Chavez stands at the lectern, 
Luna shoots lead actor Michael Pena 
from the shoulders up and from the side, 
gazingbeatifically at the awed crowd. 

Curiously, though, this Chavez’s fol¬ 
lowers are few, just two or three dozen 
stout men in straw hats. Take away the 
ocher sunlight of California’s Central 
Valley (though the film was shot in 
northwestern Mexico), and the scene 
could be a metro-section photo covering 
a local city council race. The film’s sparse 
tableaux not only speak to the intimacy 
of Chavez’s activism, but also suggest its 
inability to capture the scope of its sub¬ 
ject’s influence and accomplishments. 

Cesar Chavez focuses on the famed 
1965-1970 grape strike that won higher 
wages and better working conditions for 


Luna’s Chavez isn’t a man of 
contradictions.

Mexican- and Filipino-American migrant 
laborers. As an early scene shows, the 
five-year campaign was instigated by 
a group of Filipino workers. Chavez 
bridged the Asian-Latin American gap 
and added to the strike’s span by rallying 
Chicanos to their cause. 

Occasionally, it’s possible to get a sense 
of Chavez as a man of his time—specifi¬ 
cally, as one player in the internationalist 
Third World movement of the 1960s, 
which emphasized commonalities 
between oppressed racial groups around 
the world. “They play the races against 
each other,” sermonizes Dolores Huerta 
(Rosario Dawson), a prominent labor 
leader who would eventually found the 
United Farm Workers union with Chavez. 
(Not that you’d learn that from this film, 
which lectures against Latin machismo 
and yet almost entirely expunges wom¬ 
en’s contributions to the campaign.) 

Keir Pearson’s script plays out like a 
highlight reel of the grape strike. It fails 
to effectively dramatize the slow process 
of converting ordinary laborers to the 
workers’ cause and of selling the boycott 
to everyday consumers. What little nar¬ 


rative propulsion there is comes from 
upsetting scenes of overt racism, as when 
angry white farm owners wantonly shoot 
at Mexican-American protesters or run 
them over with pickup trucks. 

Luna’s Chavez is a Catholic saint, not 
just in his religious faith, but also in his 
dedication to the idea that mortification 
of the flesh is the key to a paradisiacal 
future. The film begins with Chavez leav¬ 
ing his cushy job as the national director 
of a Latino civil-rights group, for which 
he wears a suit (but no tie) to work; 
he’s soon toiling in the fields despite his 
chronic backaches to gain the trust of 
the workers. Moving his wife and eight 
children into a three-bedroom house in 
the farm towns also means holding back 
his own kids’ prospects to provide bet¬ 
ter opportunities for the farm workers’ 
children. “The kids here are idiots,” com¬ 
plains his son Chato (Maynor Alvarado), 
suddenly the target of anti-Mexican slurs. 

But Luna’s Chavez isn’t a man of con¬ 
tradictions. Nor is he a man of action. He 
merely suffers: beatings by angry white 
farm owners, unkind words from an 
increasingly rebellious Chato, agony from 
spectacular protests such as a 25-day fast 
and a 300-mile march. The film doesn’t 
seek admiration for his deeds or his force 
of will, only sympathy for enduring the 
kind of physical pain the Jackass crew 
used to undergo every week for MTV. 

The careless diminishment of every 
other character that isn’t Chavez— 
including wife Helen, played by an 
utterly wasted America Ferrera in a 
grape-sized role—might be worth over¬ 
looking if the film provided any insights 
into its subject. There are intimations 
of suggestions of allusions to the media- 
savvy ideologue that Chavez actually 


was. (As the right-wing press is still fond 
of pointing out, the union man occasion¬ 
ally agitated against immigration, fearing 
that scabs would undermine the effec¬ 
tiveness of his strikes, and even reported 
a few undocumented workers who 
wouldn’t join his campaigns to INS.) 

But the film, which earned the seal of 
approval from the cautious Chavez estate 
by collaborating with the labor leader’s 
heirs, is only interested in celebrating 
a hero. “We’re fighting for basic human 
rights,” the character says at one point, a 
line that matches its speaker in its bland, 
abstract sincerity. Pena, who has proved 
himself a minor comic genius in 2012’s 
End of Watch and a season-long guest 
turn in HBO’s Eastbound and Down, is 
utterly undone by Pearson’s underdevel¬ 
oped screenplay. He just seems sleepy. 

President Barack Obama evoked some 
political magic when he declared, “Yes, 
we can”—a slogan borrowed from Chavez 
(“Si, se puede ”). But Pena’s disinterested 
delivery reduces that thrilling promise— 
that everyday citizens have the power 
to create a better future for ourselves— 
into an interjection, a noun and a verb. 
Watching his life-size cardboard cutout 
of Chavez shout, “Yes, we can,” I was 
moved, but only to wish that one of the 
things “we” can do is to make a resonant, 
dramatically rich film about a leader who 
forcefully but nonviolently bent the arc 
of the moral universe toward justice— 
which this inoffensive cow pie most cer¬ 
tainly isn’t.

BLOOD TIES Blood Ties runs just over 
two hours, and much of that time is 
spent wondering how such a strong 
ensemble cast (Clive Owen, Billy 
Crudup, Marion Cotillard, Mila Kunis, 
Zoe Saldana, Matthias Schoenaerts, 
and James Caan) wound up in such a 
generic crime thriller. Set in 1974 New 
York, its brothers-on-opposite-ends-of- 
the-law narrative revolves around cop 
Frank (Crudup) and con Chris (Owen). 
Owen does what he often does: turns 
a morally ambiguous character into 
the most charming guy in the room. 
Every relationship is built on years of 
hardship that we're not entirely privy 
to, and everyone has a checkered past; 
all well and good, but we too rarely 
feel the weight of all this backstory. 

You can feel director Guillaume Canet 
trying to turn the film into some kind 
of epic, even if it ultimately seems to 
be the continuation of a narrative that 
only exists in its characters' heads. (It 
doesn't help that We Own the Night all 
but obviated the need for another movie 
like this.) In the absence of emotional 
substance, Canet relies too heavily on a 
jukebox-friendly soundtrack ("Crimson 
and Clover," "Heroin") and familiarity 
with his performers. Though it takes a 
long while for the many moving parts 
to click into place, the final minutes 
redeem not only a few characters but 
also Blood Ties itself—not enough to 
make up for prior transgressions, per¬ 
haps, but enough to leave a favorable 
last impression.

BETTER LIVING THROUGH 

CHEMISTRY Masculinity is reas¬ 
serted and order restored in the Sam 
Rockwell and Olivia Wilde dramedy 
Better Living Through Chemistry, which 
could be subtitled "How Douglas 
Got His Dick Back." Writer/directors 
Geoff Moore and David Posamentier's 
droll but unsatisfying film—about 
a henpecked suburban pharmacist 
(Rockwell) who learns to become a 
man again by sleeping with married 
Elizabeth (a blonde Wilde), a woman 
much hotter than his wife (Michelle 
Monaghan)—is the cinematic equiva¬ 
lent of a monthly capsule of Oxycontin: 
It might sound a little dangerous to 
some, but it's about as safe as it gets. 
Give Rockwell's Doug credit for hav¬ 
ing the right instinct about his future 
married mistress: "I hate rich people." 
He and Elizabeth soon become lovers 
in white: He pulls happy pills from his 
pharmacist's coat, while she gets high 
constantly but somehow still keeps 
her Sharon Stone-esque, all-ivory 
wardrobe pristine. Soon they're joking 
about knocking off Elizabeth's banker 
husband by messing with his heart 
meds. Then they're not joking anymore. 
Rockwell is a fantastic character actor, 
but he flails as the film's anchor. His 
sweaty, overcaffeinated commitment to 
each scene is betrayed by the script's 
careening tone—it goes from satirical 
to raunchy to cloyingly self-aware. 
Doug's search for an all-natural testos¬ 
terone high never feels as triumphant 
or as affecting as it should, but the 
script boasts some amusing meanness 
of spirit. And no scene tops the wink¬ 
ing illustration of Doug and Elizabeth's 
impromptu lust session at the phar¬ 
macy with a montage of chintzy, faux- 
ceramic figurines of blissful pigs enact¬ 
ing the Kama Sutra. Porking indeed. 
(Not Rated) Inkoo Kang. Regency

DIVERGENT Neil Burger's Divergent is 


constructed around a narrative prem¬ 
ise so illogical it makes Keanu Reeves 
being the Chosen One feel as earth- 
bound a notion as saying water is wet. 
In a future Chicago, the last civilization 
standing, the citizenry is so organized 
that they've divided themselves into 
five factions and built an electrical 
Great Wall, yet no one can be bothered 
to fix the broken windows. Those fac¬ 
tions are the pillars upon which our 
plot rests—or flails. Teenagers test 
their aptitudes for each powerful clan, 
such as the Dauntless, brave fighters 
in black, or the Abnegation, selfless, 
gray-clad civil servants. The story 
insists that all of mankind falls neatly 
into just one of these broad categories. 
It'd be easier to root for lead Tris' 
(Shailene Woodley, the go-to girl for 
drab roles with grit) quest to escape 
her Abnegation roots to prove herself a 
worthy Dauntless if director Burger felt 
committed to the concept. But the five 
clans act near-indistinguishably from 
each other, and when Tris stumbles 
in an endless training sequence, her 
instructor yells, "I thought you were 
smart!" Smart? But how? Actually, 

Tris can be smart and brave—she's 
secretly tested as Divergent, the rare 
person who can be smart, brave, 
happy, and honest. Which means she 
must be killed. Explains evil Jeanine 
(Kate Winslet), people who break 
the rules by being smart, brave, etc., 
start wars. You might as well blame 
violence on kitten calendars. But this 
is just another lapse in logic from a film 
where a fellow undercover Divergent 
who lives in public dorms reveals 
that he's tattooed his divergency on 
his spine. Can we disqualify him from 
being one of the smarties? (PG-13)

THE FACE OF LOVE Arie Posin's roman¬ 
tic drama tips its hand when we see 
that protagonist Nikki (Annette Bening), 
a widowed interior decorator, has 
chosen posters for Andrei Tarkovsky's 


Nostalghia and Alfred Hitchcock's 
Vertigo for the house she's currently 
sprucing up. This is moments before 
she first sees Tom (Ed Harris), a dead 
ringer for Nikki's late husband, Garrett 
(also Harris). The Face of Love is also 
a few color gels away from being this 
decade's remake of Douglas Sirk's All 
That Heaven Allows, as Nikki embarks 
on a relationship with Tom that doesn't 
defy contemporary taboos about age 
or ethnicity but instead is borderline 
necrophilic, while she lies to Tom about 
her past and tries to hide him from her 
adult daughter, Summer (Jess Weixler) 
and Nikki's lovesick, perpetually 
friend-zoned neighbor, Roger (Robin 
Williams). Bening and Harris have 
excellent chemistry, and the deeply 
objectified Tom gets an interior life, 
particularly in his touching relationship 
with his own, still-alive former spouse 
(Amy Brenneman). Wisely shrugging 
off the question of how Garrett and 
Tom can be identical, The Face of Love 
becomes a study of a woman gradually 
losing her grip on reality, thanks to the 
universe playing a seriously dirty trick 
on her. (Not Rated) Sherilyn Connelly.

THE GRAND BUDAPEST HOTEL 

Here is Wes Anderson's most mature 
film, and his most visually witty, 
too. It's playful without being self- 
congratulatory, lush without being 
cloying. Initially, it appears to be one 
of his twee fantasies, opening with 
an animated funicular huffing up a 
mountain backdrop to arrive at the 
titular hotel. But with a blink, the image 
jumps from 1932 to 1968, and the build¬ 
ing devolves from pink to drab. We 
realize that, for once, Anderson will let 
his airless snow globe be shaken and 
dropped, and in this case crudely glued 
back together by Communism. The 
film has the scope of a century, with 
Anderson wrestling with four different 
time frames; the main narrative, set 



before World War II, concerns young 
Moustafa (newcomer Tony Revolori) 
ascending from Junior Lobby Boy- 
in-training under supreme concierge 
Monsieur Gustave (Ralph Fiennes) to 
owning the hotel outright. Fiennes is 
brilliant. He understands that Anderson 
has a hard time distinguishing people 
from props, and plays Gustave as 
a bit of both, a self-created legend 
who strides around the hotel like the 
Fred Astaire of housekeeping. The 
thrust of the plot is Gustave's efforts 
to prove he didn't kill one of his heir¬ 
esses (Tilda Swinton), a murder charge 
levied by her tittering daughters and 
money-hungry son Adrian Brody, who 
stalks the film like Poe's raven. But the 
emotional drama is Gustave's struggle 
to keep order while chaos—personal 
and geopolitical—encroaches on his 
manicured fiefdom. Meanwhile, we're

MR. PEABODY & SHERMAN First, 
the pleasant surprises. In puffing up 
the slight, absurd Mr. Peabody and 
Sherman shorts from Jay Ward's The 
Rocky and Bullwinkle Show into an 
82-minute 3D save-the-timestream 
child-distractor, director Rob Minkoff 
and his many writers have preserved a 
few of the hallmarks distinguishing the 
Dada, deadpan, almost primitive origi¬ 
nal, a toon so flat it was almost less 
than 2D. The structure remains epi¬ 
sodic, visiting the French Revolution, 
Renaissance Italy, and ancient Egypt; 
genius beagle Mr. Peabody still caps 
each escapade in history with a 
proudly terrible pun; and the whole 
thing has an amiable, gag-to-gag vibe 
for most of the first hour. Many of those 
gags are godawful, but a handful are 
killer, as when Peabody, as the god Ra, 
addresses the people in the Valley of 
the Kings, telling them that wedding is 
off and they won't get their deposits 
back on the catering. (Ty Burrell, who 
voices Peabody, finds some glory in 
the rote.) That Egypt sequence boasts 
a trapped-tomb adventure better than 
anything in the last Indiana Jones 
picture, and there's an oddly mov¬ 
ing montage detailing the title duo's 
relationship set to John Lennon's 
"Beautiful Boy." (No word on why they 
don't Wayback to Central Park West 
1980 and divert Mark David Chapman.) 
But the movie labors hammily to get 
us worried about problems in that 
relationship, and it's more committed to 
chasing the now than to finding laughs 
in the past—in the first two minutes, 
Peabody makes cracks about Zumba, 
planking, yoga poses, and methane 
cow farts, and then throws in silly 
dancing. It's the first time I've seen 
flop sweat on a cartoon dog. (PG) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

MUPPETS MOST WANTED On the 
patented Acme Silliness Scale, which 
peaks at 11.5, 2011's The Muppets was 
about an 8. But the new Muppets Most 
Wanted, in which an evil Kermit look- 
alike named Constantine escapes from 
a Siberian prison to wreak havoc, reg¬ 
isters closer to a 9.5. In other words, 
it's better. At the start, the Muppets 
realize their recent movie hasn't made 
them as hot as they'd hoped. An oily 
Hollywood type preys on their vulner¬ 
ability and persuades them to hire him 
as their manager. Little do they know 
that the man who has identified himself 
as Dominic Badguy (Ricky Gervais) is 
really a scheming jewel thief. Dominic 
arranges a European tour for the 
Muppets and immediately dispatches 
Kermit; the other Muppets don't know 
that their trustworthy frog leader has 
been replaced by prison-escapee 
Constantine, Dominic's partner in 
crime, who looks just like Kermit save 
for a Cindy Crawford mole on his upper 
lip. Meanwhile, Kermit is whisked off 
to the gulag, where prison mistress 
Nadya (Tina Fey, looking quite fetching 
in a fitted Russian officer's coat and 
matching fur hat) tries to have her way 
with him. Her PG-rated way, of course. 
The story matters only in that it creates 
opportunities for heaps of ridiculous¬ 
ness, and writer/director James Bobin 
(who also directed The Muppets), 
along with co-writer Nicholas Stoller, 
mines them skillfully and breezily. You 
haven't lived until you've seen grizzled 
Siberian jailbirds, played by Jemaine 
Clement (Flight of the Conchords), Ray 
Liotta, and Danny Trejo, singing the 
living daylights out of Hamlisch and 
Kleban, and Fey slinks through sev¬ 
eral musical numbers with vixen-like 
ersatz Russian charm. (PG) Stephanie

NEED FOR SPEED Like porn, another 
art form where characters are blank 
audience surrogates, the video game 
version of Need for Speed emphasized 
action over individuality. The hero was 
merely called The Player. In the movie, 
whose script doesn't feel typed so much 
as button-mashed, Aaron Paul ( Breaking 
Bad ) steps into the void. He's at least 
given a name, Tobey Marshall, but not 
much else. Tobey hails from Mount 
Kisco, New York, a motor-mad hamlet 
where he and his buddies (Kid Cudi, 


Rami Malek, Ramon Rodriguez) rebuild 
cars at a struggling garage so decked 
out in Americana you expect a waitress 
to roller-skate out with milkshakes. At 
night, the entire town heads to the drive- 
in to watch Steve McQueen's Bullitt 
before powering up for dangerous drag 
races through the apocalypse-empty 
streets. During a race, Tobey drives 
the wrong way on a highway, causes 
several bystander wrecks, and watches 
his friend's car flip over 12 times, tumble 
over a bridge, and burst into flames. Not 
to be a killjoy, but if filmmakers are going 


to embed pixel mayhem in the photo-real 
world, then they're inviting us to ask 
if this shit is sociopathic. Regardless, 
we're meant to root for Tobey to avenge 
his sidekick's death by doing even more 
of what got him killed. Paul has proven 
himself talented at one specific char¬ 
acter, an antic man-child who bleeds 


his soul on the screen. He's trying to 
prove his range, which in the Era of 
Gosling means frowning, crinkling his 
eyebrows, and glaring over his shoul¬ 
der. Occasionally, he pants. The bigger 
waste is ingenue Imogen Poots as The 
Babe Who Likes Cars. (PG-13) Amy

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Silent But Deadly 

Finding beauty in BC Space’s new anti-nuke horror show

I come from a generation that marched 
in the streets against nuclear energy. 
Nuclear energy = nuclear weapons = 
war. We did “die-ins” at the Naval Weapons 
Station Seal Beach, with activist Tim Car¬ 
penter leading the battle; watched Bruce 
Springsteen kill it at the No Nukes concert 
at Madison Square Garden; donated money 
to Greenpeace; wrote to Congress mem¬ 
bers; and kept an eye squinted in the direc¬ 
tion of the two giant domes at San Onofre 
Nuclear Generating Station. 

We weren’t surprised in 1979 when the 
partial reactor meltdown (part human 
confusion/part machine error) at Three 
Mile Island happened. The explosion and 
fire, with the resulting spread of radiation, 
just a few years later at Chernobyl left us 
smugly nodding and saying, “Told you so.” 
As a hotbed issue, social inequities, AIDS, 
terrorism and health care soon pushed 
nuclear energy low on the list of concerns, 
and we didn’t think much about it until 
it started being talked up as a potential 
“green” technology, with President Barack 
Obama even giving it the thumbs-up. 

Then came the March 2011 tsunami and 
Fukushima Daiichi. 

If local environmentalist and curator 
Mark Chamberlain’s exhibit “Silent But 
Deadly: CHERNOBYL-FUKUSHIMA- 
SAN ONOFRE” at the intimate BC Space 
Gallery is any indication, the pitfalls of 
nuclear energy were never far from his 
mind, even during the relative quiet of the 
past decades. While his show asks fewer 
new questions than it does revive old- 
school concerns, all five artists in the show 
use the medium of photography to subtly 
bring our minds back to an issue too many 
have grown complacent about. 

Ed Heckerman’s Buddhist-influenced 
Glocal—Enso Rice Photograms are camera¬ 
less images created by laying objects onto 
photo-sensitive paper. Working in collabo¬ 
ration with people in Japan, Heckerman 
made mandalas with rice sent to him, the 
resulting photograms appear as X-rays of 
the country’s food staple. Initially, the pic¬ 
tures have a “seen one, seen them all” feel, 
but each is unique, and with the passage of 
time, other images come to mind: the top of 




a reactor cooling tower, a cataract, a bullet 
hole, the crater of a volcano, a lesion, even 
the infamous Germs burn, sadly none as 
peaceful as the artist intended. 

Too heavily Photoshopped to be strictly 
journalism, Ron Azevedo’s tranquil photos 
of Chernobyl and the faded amusement 
parks of the abandoned Ukraine city of 
Pripyat reminded me of something out of 
the Silent Hill video games. If their intent 
is to make us think about catastrophe, the 
opposite is what actually happens: Their 
eerie grandeur is simply too stunning. 

There isn’t an individual in any of Kei 
Kobayashi’s 60-plus black-and-white pho¬ 
tos taken amid the various “caution zones” 
in and around Fukushima. A few cattle and 
a stray cat are the only living beings pic¬ 
tured amid the overgrown gardens, tools 
left miduse, abandoned homes, rotting fruit 
full of holes, quiet playgrounds and reli¬ 
gious altars. Without a shred of the surreal 
omnipresent in Azevedo’s work, some of 
the pictures are titled, some not, the only 
constant identification a Geiger counter 
reading at the bottom of the image. 

Even more somber are advocacy journal¬ 
ist James Lerager’s documentary images of 
architecture, including the structure built 
around the ravaged Chernobyl Reactor 
4 now in an ominous state of decay ( The 
Chernobyl Sarcophagus ) and the local San 
Onofre plant (shut down in January 2012 
after being inactive for a year, thanks to 
faulty generators and radiation leaks) and 
his picturesque Navajo scenery poisoned 
by mining ( Jackpile Uranium Mine, Laguna 
Pueblo , New Mexico). Most poignant, he 
puts a human face on the collateral damage 
of nuclear contamination: His 1991 Post- 
Chernobyl Western Ukraine is a Madonna 
and child represented by a haggard nurse 
holding a naked, unsmiling young girl with 
multiple birth defects. In other photos, we 
see more children sickened with leukemia 


or retardation, cancer-ridden adults, as 
well as noble profiles of activists and whis¬ 
tleblowers in a host of different countries. 
Sobering in their emotional landscape, 
each of Lerager’s compositions includes a 
brief background and contextual history of 
the shot, providing an eye-opening educa¬ 
tion along with the art. 

If you have an hour free, I highly recom¬ 
mend you drop a few coins in the parking 
meter and watch Jun Hori’s documentary 
Henshin (Metamorphosis). As powerful 
as all of the still photography on display, 
the Japanese reporter’s film engages in 
ways that a frozen moment in time can’t. 
Beginning with panicked footage shot at 
the Fukushima plant immediately follow¬ 
ing the explosion of Reactor 3, with voices 
screaming, “Get everyone out of here,” this 
wrenching film cuts between the uncer¬ 
tain families displaced by the multiple 
meltdowns, contrasting them with com¬ 
munities near the heavily contaminated 
Santa Susanna Field Laboratory in Ventura 
County and interviews with locals and 
activists at Three Mile Island. 

Is the whole thing as depressing as 
it sounds? My perspective is you need 
to know what’s going on if you’re going 
to change things, and there’s plenty of 
information on display to give any think¬ 
ing person pause. Still, after watching 
the incompetency, evasion and flat-out 
lying by government institutions and 
corporations caught by Hori’s camera, 
all I could think was that his final images 
of fireworks exploding in the sky seem 
a back-handed metaphor for the future 
meltdowns to come.

Hands-Free 
Road Rage 

W ho says 
road rage 
has to be lim¬ 
ited to throwing 
your finger in the air 
or waving both hands 
around like an angry 
Italian? Isn'tthere anything 
more creative you can do? 

According to a small, Orange-based 
start-up, the answer is yes. Motor 
Mood (motormood.com) aims to give 
style to your aggression with light-up 
face decals that sort of resemble little 
emoji, allowing you to share your emo¬ 
tions with other drivers. 

Someone tailgating you? Flash on 
the red, angry face. If someone is 
kind enough to let you over without a 
fuss, show him or her a smiley face. 
And yes, creepers, there's a handy 
flirty face. 

It takes hands-free driving to a very 
literal level. The individual faces are 
sealed onto your car's rear window, 
and a one-button remote control 
attaches to your sun visor. The remote 
activates the face for 12 seconds. 

The four-person team at Motor Mood 
takes care of everything from engi¬ 
neering to marketing and believes in 
making the road a safer, more enter¬ 
taining place. 

Unfortunately, because Motor 
Mood is in its early stages, there 
are a few things that are still being 
worked on. Right now, you need a 
separate remote for each face, and 
that could crowd your visor. It would 
also be nice to have more than three 
options. For instance, it could be very 
helpful to have a face that would stay 
lit while communicating that you're 
running late. Of course, because the 
technology is so new, many people 
might be perplexed as to why you're 
flashing a winky face at them. There's 
also the question of whether showing 
an angry face to a tailgater makes a 
difference—they don't seem to mind 
when I show them my real angry 
face.

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Bringing Laughs to LBC 

Shaun Latham talks about 
his new standup night at Harvelle’s

W hile being on Stand-up Revo¬ 
lution with Gabriel Iglesias 
might have catapulted his 
career, Shaun Latham isn’t resting easy. 
He’s touring all over the country, but 
come April 1, you won’t have to go far 
to see this funny man in action. Latham 
is starting a brand-new comedy night 
at Harvelle’s in Long Beach, making it 
easy for you to get down with “Team 
Lazy-Eye” (not only does he have a 
lazy eye, but he owns that shit, as well). 
We talked to him about big breaks, big 
interruptions and his big new venture. 

OC WEEKLY; Mow’d you hook up with 
Gabriel Iglesias? 

SHAUN LATHAM: It was all by coinci¬ 
dence, really. My buddy Ivan, who has 
worked with him for years, said that 
Gabriel needed some video editing done 
and recommended me. So I get this text 
from Gabriel that said, "I’ll give you 500 
bucks to come over to my house and 
do this editing.” At the moment, I had, 
like, negative bucks, so I took the train 
down to his house because I didn’t even 
have a car at that point. After that, I just 
started doing some video editing for 
him, and then he was like, "I’m doing 
the Irvine Improv this weekend if you 
want to do a guest set.” That’s kind of 
how it started! 

So would you say that doing Stand-Up 
Revolution was your C( big break”? 

I did a couple of small TV things and 
a movie that I thought would really 
do something before that, but I would 
definitely say Stand-Up Revolution was 
huge for me. Working with Gabriel gave 
me some credit, that action onstage, and 
notoriety. Once you get that “Comedy 
Central stamp” as a comedian, it defi¬ 
nitely solidifies some things, too. 

You are so high-energy when you’re 
onstage. Do you have to hype yourself 
up , or are you just naturally jacked up 
on life? 

No, I don’t really have any pre-stage 
rituals. I started smoking weed before 
I went onstage, and now, I can smoke 
in the afternoon with no problem, but 
if I’m getting paid, I need to have my 
energy and my wits firing out of all 
cylinders. I love weed, and I can smoke 
before I go on, but it’s important for me 
to not take my energy level down. 
Gotcha. I’m not trying to hype up your 
ego , BUT... you’re so great at crowd 
work! Has anyone ever caught you 
totally off-guard? 

You know what caught me off-guard 
last year? When you open for Gabriel, 
it’s an all-ages show. So there are, like, 
4,000 people in this theater, and during 
this pinnacle silence when I’m about 
to hit a punch line, a fucking baby cries 
out! It was at the top back end of the 



theater, and you could have heard a 
pin drop. All you heard was, “WAHH- 
HHH!” Everyone looked up, and then 
looked at me like, “What’s he gonna 
say?” I just go, “Look, I respect your 
opinion, but, really, if you don’t like 
the joke, you don’t have to yell out at 
me.” So, yeah, getting heckled by a baby 
was pretty different. The thing is, once 
you’ve heard enough ridiculous bullshit 
coming out of people’s mouths in an 
audience, they can’t really surprise you. 
I mean, the audience can really say 
some random shit, but as far as losing 
my place, naw. 

So tell me about this new room that 
you’re hosting in Long Beach. Who’s on 
the lineup and what’s the room going to 
be like? 

Harvelle’s is this amazing old-school- 
type venue, but it has only been in Long 
Beach for a couple of years, I think. 
They have one in Santa Monica that’s 
been there since, like, 1931, and it’s 
really dope. It’s a blues/jazz type of 
bar, so they opened this ridiculously 
beautiful Long Beach location, and the 
comedy show will be in the basement. 
The first show on April 1 will have me 
hosting, and Jen Murphy, Ruben Paul 
and Edwin San Juan will be performing. 
It’s a really nice place, so you have to 
come and check it out. It’s going to be 
so much fun!

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Life After Death 

Christian Death lead singer Rozz Williams’ tortured soul is still worthy of tribute

B efore Trent Reznor wanted to 
fuck you like an animal, and 
way before Marilyn Manson 
simulated a bloody abortion onstage, 
there was Christian Death’s Rozz 
Williams. The gender-bending, drug- 
fueled, witchcraft-dabbling, poetic 
hot mess remained an obscure figure 
outside his own scene, but he served 
as inspiration for Reznor and Man- 
son, who became household names 
more than a decade later. 

Williams, born from 
the relentlessly creative, 
disenfranchised side of 
Pomona teen Roger Alan 
Painter, violently rebelled 
against his conservative 
Southern Baptist upbring¬ 
ing and the hypocrisy he 
felt religion and society 
embodied. In 1979, he 
spearheaded the creation 
of death rock, a distant 
cousin of the U.K’s Goth 
scene (Bauhaus, Sisters 
of Mercy) that explored 
similar doom-and-gloom 
romanticism, but with 
added post-punk, guitar- 
fueled devilish dirge. 

“The first record [1982’s 
Only Theatre of Pain] was 
basically a reaction to 
things I was hearing from 
my parents and things I 
didn’t really like when I 
was hearing what I was 
hearing, and I thought 
there were things put 
in the wrong way,” Wil¬ 
liams says in an undated, 
recorded interview 
released in 2005. “It was 
kind of like this fear fac¬ 
tor playing a role. So the 
first record was written in 
reaction to that and exorcising some of 
that out of myself.” 

Nearly 20 years after the band’s first 
release, at age 34, Williams hanged 
himself in his West Hollywood apart¬ 
ment on April 1,1998. He left no suicide 
note, only 16 years of music and poetry 
for family, friends and fans to scavenge 
for clues, of which many were overt. 

This weekend, there are two memori¬ 
als honoring Williams’ hedonistic spirit. 
Burnt Offerings, a Tribute to Rozz Wil¬ 
liams, is at the Vex Arts in Los Angeles. 
Show organizer Killjo Zapata’s band the 
Sacred Spiders will perform, as well as 
Fangs On Fur, Peeling Grey and They 
Feed At Night. OC punk legend Rikk 
Agnew (Adolescents, D.I., Social Distor¬ 
tion), Christian Death’s second guitarist, 
joins Zapata to play songs from Only 
Theatre of Pain, which he played on. 

On Sunday, Christina Death’s Skel- 


ebration brings to the Hollywood For¬ 
ever Cemetery “Rozz Williams: Revised, 
Revisited, Resurrected,” with special 
guests and spoken word. There will be 
memorabilia on display at both events. 

Fundamentalist Christian groups 
made no secret of detesting Williams and 
the band, often staging protests outside 
Christian Death gigs. The protests only 
encouraged Williams during his shows. 

One of the most infamous stories 


occurred at the end of the band’s set at 
the Whiskey a Go Go in April 1982. Per¬ 
formance artist, frequent collaborator 
and Williams’ not-so-gentle lover Ron 
Athey carried a life-sized wooden cross 
onto the stage, which was strewn with 
funeral flowers and pieces of concrete 
tombstones. Athey whipped the loin¬ 
cloth-clad Williams before he was lifted 
onto the cross. The singer’s bloodied 
palms were tied with white fabric. 
Incense permeated the air, as even the 
most liberal-minded, shock-proofed 
punks watched in horror. 

“There was always an envelope, and 
it was always getting pushed,” says 
George Belanger, Christian Death’s 
original drummer. 

The Christian Death saga started 
with four artistic, 16-year-old musicians 
holed up in Williams’ childhood bed¬ 
room. Bassist James McGearty had met 


Williams at a club and introduced him 
to Belanger, a skateboarder who played 
drums. Williams brought along guitar¬ 
ist John “Jay” Albert. The four met up 
to compare philosophies, worldviews 
and musical influences, and then 
decided to become a band. 

Pulling from the Doors, Iron But¬ 
terfly, the Velvet Underground, David 
Bowie, Marc Bolan and Black Sabbath, 
Christian Death combined their rock 
favorites with atonal riffs 
a la Black Flag, the Germs 
and Circle Jerks. “It was 
just a concept,” Belanger 
says. “We had a sound and 
wanted to do something 
totally different than what 
everyone else was doing. 
... It probably was a little 
progressive considering 
the ages we were.” 

After leaving Christian 
Death, Williams, a pro¬ 
lific lyricist, never stalled 
for long. The death-rock 
band Shadow Project, 
with his former girlfriend 
Eva O, was the closest to 
earlier Christian Death. 
There was Premature 
Ejaculation with Athey, as 
well as a cabaret-inspired, 
musical performance- 
art project with former 
Christian Death member 
Gitane Demone. 

Williams’ impact on 
fans continues to grow 
posthumously. For a 
decade, Jenn and Dave 
Bats ran the death-rock 
night Release the Bats, 
during which a candle 
burned for Williams in a 
makeshift shrine. There’s 
a Rozz Williams Scholar 
Society Facebook Page, an online Wil¬ 
liams forum and a steadfast scene that 
holds him up as a patron saint of dark¬ 
ness. Why such devotion from fans 
after all these years? 

“I indulge frequently on pondering 
and contemplating this very subject 
matter, and I always come up with the 
same conclusion,” Agnew says, which 
basically boils down to him not really 
knowing. “Ask them.”

Brand New Bag 

Jonny ‘2 Bags’ Wickersham temporarily sheds 
his Social D sideman role to go solo

F or Social Distortion guitarist and 
longtime SoCal punk stalwart 
Jonny 2 Bags, finding a review 
of his debut solo LP, Salvation Town 
(set for release this week on Isotone 
Records), printed in Rolling Stone 
magazine came as a surprise. The 
fact that it was a favorable write-up, 
albeit backhanded—reviewer John D. 
Luerssen dubs it an “unexpectedly 
strong debut”—was nothing less than 
a shocker for the man born Jonny 
Wickersham. “I was really kind of con¬ 
centrating on keeping my expectations 
fairly low,” he says. “I’ve never been 
down this road before.” 

Surely, going solo is a long time com¬ 
ing for someone like Wickersham, 46, 
who has made a career as a full-time 
guitarist starting in his early 20s. A 
founding member of the OC bluesy- 
hardcore band Cadillac Tramps, Wick¬ 
ersham primarily supplied riffs and 
instrumental arrangements for front

man Brian Coakley’s songs. Later, dur¬ 
ing the back half of the ’90s, he’d join 
seminal LA punkers Youth Brigade 
in a similar role, followed by the U.S. 
Bombs. In 2000, Mike Ness tapped him 
to fill the rhythm-guitar/backup-vocals 
spot in Social Distortion after the death 
of Dennis Danell. 

Though he’s credited for co-writing 
several of the tracks on the past two 
Social D records, he has mainly been 
getting the instrumental end of the 
song together, as he did with previous 
bands. And given Social Distortion’s 
busy touring schedule over the past 14 
years, time constraints played a factor 
in Wickersham struggling for tangible 
results in terms of his own songwriting. 
There were mental roadblocks as well. 
“Songwriting is something I’ve worked 
on and struggled with my whole life,” 
he says. 

He continues, “As long as I’ve wanted 
to do this, the main reason I haven’t 
done it is because I’ve lacked confi¬ 
dence. The fact is, I’ve made a few 
attempts over the years of starting my 
own band, and I’d rally up some friends 
of mine, but people weren’t really feel¬ 
ing it.” 

With Salvation Town, it’s evident that 
he has finally gotten it together—the 
right songs and the right personnel. 
Rolling Stone’s comment of his being 
an “unexpectedly” solid album doesn’t 
bother Wickersham. “It could be 
because the sound is so vastly different 



from anything I’ve done in the past,” 
he says. 

From his perspective, that might be 
true, but in many of these tracks, there 
rings the same kind of barroom-blues 
allure that garnered Cadillac Tramps 
their following, but with a decidedly 
Austin City Limits underpinning. 

Many of the tunes take on a lament¬ 
ing, retrospective vibe; our fave is 
“Clay Wheels,” a rustic arrangement 
with a Basement Tapes feel, thanks to 
accordion flourishes and a close vocal 
harmony on the verse. “To be riding on 
clay wheels, it’s like to be saying I’m 
stuck in a rut,” Wickersham explains. 
“Everyone else has moved on to Road 
Riders, and I’m still on clay wheels.” 

Perhaps more so than the song¬ 
writing itself, the musicians he has 
surrounded himself with elevate this 
record beyond what one might expect 
from a musician known primarily as a 
career sideman. The collection of A-list 
session players includes Greg Leisz 
(Eric Clapton, Bill Frisell) offering up 
slide-guitar work; “maxi-instrumental¬ 
ist” David Lindley (Warren Zevon, Ry 
Cooder) on lap steel and pedal steel; 
and Jackson Browne cameoing on 
“Then You Stand Alone,” singing a har¬ 
mony on the chorus. 

“I love this album, and I’m ready to 
stand behind it 100 percent,” he says, 
in a rare moment when pride beams 
through his voice. “[Bandleading] has 
given me an entirely different take 
about where Mike [Ness] is coming 
from. It has been such a cool eye- 
opener for me in a lot of ways.”

K izzy Kirk, the rambunctious front 
woman of the Long Beach garage- 
rock outfit Feral Kizzy, unleashes an air 
raid of F-bombs when talking about her 
band's recent momentum.

Kirk's happy to give us a 
sneak peek of the first two singles, pro¬ 
vided we don't leak the material. 

The first track, "Community Service," 
is a throwback to '80s rock noir; Kirk says 
it sounds as though it belongs on the Lost 
Boys soundtrack. There's a definite Nick 
Cave/The XX vibe happening here—lots of 
subdued intensity, with Kirk's raw soprano 
channeling Runaways-era Cherie Currie. 

The other single, "The Way We Are," 
is what she calls "a cyclic relationship 
battle between two people, like a King 
Kong-vs.-Godzilla kind of thing." It's a 
sparse uptempo romp with a big chorus 
that encapsulates the steps forward the 
band have taken in terms of songwriting. 
"The drum dynamics," Kirk explains, is the 


biggest difference in this newest batch of 
songs. "[Drummer] Mike [Meza] is, like, 
really great about [asking], 'Where do you 
want me to go [with the feel],' and he can 
really unleash 'cause he's a fucking beast 
on the drums—dude's so fucking great." 

Beast is an apt word for Feral Kizzy, 
especially in a live setting. The band's 
reputation as a fearsome live act is built 
on tales such as when they spit fake 
blood all overthe stage atthe Zombie 
Walk, pissing off the stage crew in the 
process, or when Kirk face-planted over 
the low barrier atthe front of the stage at 
the Continental Room in Fullerton. 

The band's 2011 self-titled EP docu¬ 
ments this live energy. From start to finish, 
it's 20 minutes of ball-busting octane that 
serves as a great watermark for them. 

But Kirk admits it's become hard to listen 
to: "With the EP, I would be listening to it, 
driving around in the car, like, 'We should 
have done this; we should have done 
that,' like, 'What the fuck were we doing 
here?'" she says. "Now, with the new 
stuff, I'm like, This shit is fuckin' groovin'! 
This is fuckin' great!'" She gives much of 
the creditto guitarist Johnny Lim. 

The plan, Kirk says, is to shop around 
the two singles to potential record labels. 
She dreams of being on Sub Pop, though 
she has a soft spot for the greasy boys 
at Ghoulhouse Records. That's another 
thing about Feral Kizzy: They have a ton 
of friends, and there's a lot of cross¬ 
pollination occurring between them and 
art-punks across the southland. "The 
bands we've been playing with are so 
fucking great and supportive," Kirk says. 
"People from BLOK, the guys from Termi¬ 
nal A, Loveydove. Luka Fisher, who does 
our artwork, is the glue that holds us all 
together. I feel like I found the right place 
with the right people."
